NAGASAKI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
: Nagasakt, Dec. 3, 1870. 

My last, on the 16th ult., was forwarded via San Francisco, 
This morning the Pacific mail steamer Costa Rica arrived from 
Shanghai, bringing a portion of the English and H'rench mails of 
Sept. 30 and Oct. 7, and the balance may be looked for by the 
steamer 7szru, expected here on the 6th inst. 

Of general news there is a great dearth at the Pape time., 
A meeting of land renters took place here on the 2nd inst. 
at the Club, to consider what steps they ought to adopt to en- 
deavour to get the Japanese Government to reduce the ground 
rent on the lots, hick has been found to be so heavy as to 
seriously affect the value of house property now that extreme de- 
pression of trade exists. All the principal renters were present 
or represented, and all those who were absent promised to support 
any resolutions the meeting mightarrive at by signing a memorial 
to the representatives of the Treaty Powers. A letter addressod to 
the Consuls was submitted to the meeting, which they considered 
fully embodied their views, and it was signed by all the persons 
present, and then handed to the Municipal Secretary to get it 
signed by the remainder of the land renters. In course of the pr - 
ceedings it'was stated that from 1861 to 1870 (both years included) 
the sum of $147,000 has been paid to the Japanese Government 
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for the rent of bare ground only; the average of the past seven 
years is $17,150 (about) per annum, which is a very considerable 
sum when the size of the settlement is considered, It was proposed 
that front lots should be reduced to one-half, end@'yéar lots and the 
hill or bungalow ones to one-third of theypresent rent.

SHANGHAI. 

Dates extend to Dec. 6. The outward mail of Oct. 21 was 
daily expected. Telegrams via Kiachta reached to Nov, 8. 

The following summary is from the North China Herald of 
Dec. 6 :— 

The members of the St. Andrew’s Society and their friends sat 
down, to the number of between forty and fifty, and passed a very 
pleasant evening, under the presidency of Mr. Fullarton Hender- 
son, with Mr. A. Campbell as croupier. The walls of the club 
dining-hall were adorned for the occasion with various Joyal and 
emblematic banners, the centre attraction, at the head of the 
room, being an illumined transparency, representing the worthy 
saint in the free drapery of the period. The national thistle was 
suggested by a specimen of the genus totally devoid of the cha- 
racteristic “stob,” which induced the imprecations of the an- 
noyed Dane and saved the Scottish camp. Gorgeously mounted 
ramshorn snuff-mulls were added to the adornments of the table, 
and from their recesses ministered to the wants of those who 
favoured that pungent luxury. In the dinner carte such national 
dishes as “ cockaleekie” and “haggis” retained their place of 
honour, and received the attention their undoubted excellence 
merited. 

The second day of the S. Y. C. Regatta was on the 30th Novem. 
ber, and produced some fine sport. Two races were run, one for 

achts, which was won by the Phantom ; another for ships’ sail- 
ing boats, which was won easily by a eutter belonging to the 
Police Hulk. A race between the boats of the Monocacy and 
Colorado also came off at Woogung on Friday. The latter kept 
the lead throughout, and wonin 44m. 20s., the Jfonocacy’s cutter 
coming in 7m. later. 

The North-Saddle Island lighthouse, which was lighted up on 
the lst November, is by far the most powerful light in China. 
The North-Saddle Island, some eighty-three nautical miles distant 
from Shanghai, is well known to shipmasters frequenting this 
port, as it is generally in that neighbourhood they fall. in with 
the pilots ; and many steamers also round the Saddles in prefer- 
ence to taking the shorter though more intricate navigation past 
Gutzlaff, where a fixed light was so successfully installed last 
year. This light will be of utility to all vessels navigating the 
Senhouse Island Pass, as also to those adopting the more northerly 
course. The Saddle peak is nearly 800 feet high, which is too 

reat an elevation for a catadioptric light, and occasionally for 

ays together it is obscured by fog. A suitable site was chosen 
on a long narrow ridge on the northern extremity of the island, 
some 250 feet high. This, after some cutting down, afforded suf- 
ficient area for the light-keeper's dwellings. Each light-keeper 
has a sleeping apartment 16 feet by 14 feet and 10 feet high, pro- 
vided with a speaking tube communicating with the light-room. 
There is general mess-room, store-room, and engineer's room. 
The whole of the works have been constructed from the designs 
and under the superintendence of the chief coastlights’ engineer, 
Mr. D. M. Henderson, 0.E., who has been for the last two months 
at the North Saddle, completing the buildings and erecting the 
lantern and light. The height of the focal plane is 273 feet above 
high water of spring tides, so that in clear weather the light should 
be visible twenty-three and a-half nautical miles. The light is 
not obscured on any bearing in the lantern, but the False Saddle 
forms the eastern limit, whilst Elliott Islands form the western 
one. This light has been seen from the Barren Islands and Gutz- 
laff with great brilliancy, and some pilots report that it has been 
seen thirty miles. 

Judgment was given on the 30th November in the case of the 
Borneo Company, Limited, v. Ts'ae-kwei-p’ei, alias Chow Kwei 
Poo, and his securities, The claim was for Tls. 15,000, being money 
belonging to the plaintiff's and unaccounted for by the defendant, 
the plaintiff's compradore. 

Ts'ae-kwei-p’ei having unlawfully abstracted his master’s 
money, it is meet and right that such sum should be recovered 
from him. As, however, the manager of the Borneo Company has _ 
detained the pledge-note for the fire-arms, it seems to the Court 
that he is to be looked upon as the present pledgee. 

Twae-kwei-p’ei_having petitioned the Court to allow him a 
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limited period within which to repay the amount, the Court now 
decrees that he shall repay the amount within a period of one month 
from the present date. . Should the said defendant fail so to do 
at the time appointed, tha securities, Kin-tsze-kwei, Sen-kan-ting, 
and Hwang-e-kwei, will be called upon to pay the said amount 
in equal proportions, in ‘accordance with the tenor of the security 
paper. The muskets ought to be handed over to the charge of 
the securitles. Ts’ae-kwei-p’ei will still be kept in confinement, 
Ho-yuen-kwei (the pledger of the muskets) and the securities, 
Hwang-e-kwei and the others, must provide trustworthy security. 
The security paper handed in by the Borneo Company is held in 
the hands of the Court, for consideration. oh, 

The agents of the British barque Avon Castle have published a 
letter thanking the commander and crew of H.M. gunboat Grass- 
hopper for the valuable assistance they rendered on the occasion 
of her wreck. The Ellon Castle was wrecked-on the bar of New- 
chwang on the 14th Nov., and was almost immediately boarded by 
some 400 pirates. There is no doubt that had it not been for the 
prompt assistance rendered from the Grasshopper every movable 
would have been stolen, and probably the ship’s crew murdered 
for the crime of resisting. The gunboat crew had to fire upon the

It is entitled “A Vocabulary of 
Proper Names, in Chinese and English, of Places, Persons, Tribes, 
and Sects in China, Japan, Korea, Annam, Siam, Burmah, the 
Straits, and Adjacent Countries,” and is dedicated by the com- 
piler to Dr. 8. Wells Williams, Secretary of the U.S. Legation at 
Peking. 

A ieeoling of the Asiatic Society was held on the 5th Dec., 
when a paper was read by Dr. Macgowan on “ Man’s Place in 
the Materia Medica of China.” 

The Clara Babazan got ashore on the bar at Newchwang, and 
had to discharge into lighters. 

We hear that the North German ships Marte and Canton have 
arrived at Ningpo from Newchwang. They and the other three 
North German ships in harbour were obliged to leave at the last 
moment, in consequence of the ice. The dock had been prepared 
for them ; but the water was not high enough for them to get 
into it, when ice made its appearance. They had therefore to 
choose between being frozen in at the risk of getting crushed, and 
putting to sea with the risk of capture. Two of them, it will be 
seen, have come safely to port. 

The export of tea from Hankow up to the end of November 
showed a deficit of 1,387,410 lbs but there seems every likeli- 
hood that this will be more than made up before the end of the 
season. The greater portion of arrivals during the fortnight 
have found buyers, at prices showing an advance of two to five 
mace per picul on previous quotations. Some 2,000 chests have 
been sent to Shanghai. There hae not been much doing in cotton 
goods, but prices are maintained.

It appears that the statement that Mr. Seward was refused an 
audience by Prince Kung was incorrect. The facts are briefl 
as follows :—The Secretary, Admiral Rodgers, and Mr. Geo. F. 
Seward, the Consul-General, intimated a desire to pay a visit to 
Tsungli-yamen, as representing the Chinese Government. On the 
day named a note was brought stating that Prince Kung had 
been suddenly seized with violent colic, and would be unable to 
see them ; but the other members of the Yamen were awaiting 
them, and would be happy to see them. They were received by 
the members of the Yamen with great ceremony and apparent 
cordiality. They were profuse in fheir ‘expressions of regret at 
the sudden indisposition which prevented the Prince from bei 
ahaa in person. The interview lasted a considerable time, ; ‘all 

usiness was discarded, and the high officials carried their relaxa- 
tions to the borders of festivity. 

Next day Prince Kung sent to Mr. Seward a note full of re- 
a at his having failed to see the distinguished stra the 

lay before, and asked when it would be convenient for Mr. Seward 
and his party to receive a visit from him. Accordingly to invita- 
tion, the Prince came to see them at their quarters at the Russian 
Legation, reiterated his apologies at t length, and expressed 
his gratitude to the Americans for heir continued friendship, 
and especially his obligations to Mr. Seward in connection with 
the Burlingame Embassy. :

HONG KONG.

-The China Mati says that his Excellency Chung How, before 
his departure for Canton forwarded the sum of fifty dollars as com- 

msation for the protective service rendered to him by policemen 
Raving his sojourn in Hong Kong. The money has, of course, been 
returned to him. While he was at the City of Rams, says a corre- 
spondent— 

“The Cantonese thought very little of Chung. At first they 
were of opinion that he was as much to be blamed for the Tientsin 
Massacre as the man in the moon; but now their tone has entirely 
changed, and they are impressed with the idea that he is not the 
devil they took him to be. The propriety of the acting American 
Consul paying a visit to a person whose name -has become a by- 
word seems questionable, yet this he has done. With his tho- 
rough knowledge of Chinese language, it is, however, to be hoped 
that the visit of the reverend Consul will not be altogether barren 
of some good result ; he must have doubtless succeeded in im- 
pressing upon the mind of the benighted heathen at least the grand 
principle of Christianity, viz., to do unto others as you would have 
others do unto you.” 

M. Rochechouart seems to be. unfortunately, as we think, anx- 
ious to grasp the blood-money offered by the Chinese. Tls. 100,000 
have been taken from Canton, and Ts. 150,000 from Shanghai. If 
M. Rochechouart ventures on the distribution of this money 
before he receives instructions from home he will commit a rerious 
diplomatic blunder, which not even the present state of affairs in 
France will excuse. He may hold it asa deposit—as a material 

ntee for a future settlement-—but to make use of it in any 
other way would only lead to unpleasant complications of an 
already very ugly matter. 

The Graphic of October 1 contained what purported to be a 
likeness of ‘Chung How, Governor of Tientsin,” but gave him a 
type of Chinese physiognomy which did not by any means do jus- 
tice to the Chinese worthy who is now on his way to France. In 
the Graphic he was depicted as a mild Peo olen one ne gentle: 
man, with somewhat of an anxious expression, whereas he is in 
fact a—what he is shown to be in the photograph which has been 
taken of him by Messrs. Kloyd and Co., of Hone Kong, and which 
will probably be accepted as a more truthful likeness than that 
conceived by the Graphic. Chung How has himself appre of 
Messrs. Floyd’s photograph, and has presented a copy thereof to 
the Hong Kong Hotel e proprietor of the China Mai, having 
obtained permission from Messra. Floyd and Co., has issued a 
lithograph copy of their photogragh with this overland edition of 
that paper. 5 

The hina Mail mentions a case of considerable interest which 
has been lately tried before the French Consul (M. Blancheton), 
at Foochow, with Baron de Meritens and Comte de Bonny as as- 
sessors. Dr. Vidal, medical attendant of the Arsenal, sued M. 
Giquel, first director of the institution, for the sum of $35,000, 
saa being the amount of damages alleged to have been sus- 
tained by the doctor, who had been suspended by M. Giquel on 
the representation and complaint of two-thirds of the employés 
of the Arsenal. 

Our readers will remember the mystery attending the heirship 
of the Earldom of Aberdeen, and the efforts which his family have 
made to find the missing scion. It now appears that the vessel in 
which the earl shipped as chief officer under the name of Charles 
Oswald has arrived in Hong Kong. She is the American schooner 
Hera, and reports that, a few days out,a heavy lurch of the vessel 
hurled the unfortunate nobleman into the sea, which was running 
too heavily to allow his shipmates to make even an effort to save 
him. The necessary formalities of proof of death have been gone 
through at Hong Kong, and the succession of the earl’s younger 
brother, to the title which has been vacant for some time, is now 
assured. 

Mr. Bailey, the newly appointed American Consul, arrived on 
the 5th December in the America. Colonal Goulding, the retiring 
Consul, was expected to leave for the United States, Jan. 12. 
Few consuls have been mona populer here than Colonel Goulding. 

The steam ship Acantha arrived from London, and her Galle 
and Penang mails were landed at pnce, but that from Singapore, 
containing some 150 letters to thé leading firms here, was over- 
looked and not despatched to the Post-office until one o’clock the 
following day. The mail steamer left at twelve, and an oppor- 
tunity was lost of replying to the <Acantha’s correspondence. 
Loud and bitter complaints were made of this oversight on Cap- 
tain Grainge’s part, and the. Postmaster-Creneral considered it his 
duty to bring the matter before the sitting magistrate. Mr. May, 
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after pointing out to the defendant the great inconvenience and 
loss occasioned to the community by his carelessness, fined him 
in the mitigated penalty of $125, the full amount under the ordi- 
nance being $500. 

On the 9th Dec. the steamer United Service arrived from Saigon 
flying the North German flag at the fore, and having on board 
several North German subjects, who had been expelled from 
Ssigon by the French authorities. Messrs. Sornsen, Hauschild, 
and Lampoke, the former partners, and the latter employe in the 
house of Sornsen, Hauschild, and Co. ; Mr. Detmering, employe 
of Messrs. Hale and Co., an English house; Mr. Von Bargen, a 
storekeeper, came on board the United Service; several other 
North Germans went from Saigon to Singapore, and the 
wife of Mr. Hauschild arrived in Hong Kong in the Achilles. 
Mr. Fritsch, the agent of the Comptoir d’Escompte, came 
up in the French mail steamer. He was sent away without 
even time being allowed him for arranging to transfer the business 
temporarily till the arrival of his successor. He was accused of 
having read a letter from the Admiral on board the United Service, 
in presence of the expulsed Germans, and of having, at the ter- 
mination of the reading, made an unseemly gesture. The gesture 
is denied point blank by Mr. Fritsch. However, this did not 
satisfy the authorities, and he had to decamp. The origin of these 
severe measures was, so faras is known, a letter written by a 
young man to his mother, giving various particulars about Saigon, 
and saying it ought to be taken by the Prussians. 

A correspondent reports the occurrence of a fatal accident at 
Canton. A Chinese house on the bank of the canal caught fire, 
and the enyines took up their station on the bridge, in order bet- 
ter to command the spot and extinguish the conflagration. The 
bridge was crowded with Chinese surrounding two fire-engines, 
and working away with capital energy and effect, when, without 
the slightest warning, the bridge gave way, and enginesand men 
were plunged at once into the water. Many were crushed beneath 
the engines, others beneath the huge timbers of the bridge, and 
of the number who fell with the bridge, eighty or a hundred per- 
sons at least, but few appeared to the bystanders to rise again 
or get once more to land. Eighteen corpses only have been reco- 
vered up to the present time, but many more must lie beneath 
the unremoved debris. The bridge is one of those built by the 
allies during the filling in and occupation of Shameen, and it is 
extremely unfortunate that British engineering science should 
have constructed so miserable and temporary a fabric. The fall 
of the bridge will doubtless, on account of its foreign style and 
build, give rise to many rumours among the Chinese, 

One thing Commissioner Bowra has commenced, though ina 
niggardly manner, the dredging of the river by the salt flats, This 


‘| portion of the river has so filled in that the steamers cannot pass 


at low water, and boats have been recently engaged in dredging 
and carrying away the mud and silt. By this means the river has 
been deepened already some nine or ten inches, and a continuance 
of the work would be found of great benefit to the river steamers 
and great convenience to business. But this good work is stopped 
half-way and no explanation vouchsafed. 

The Foochow gunboat which has left Canton was built, it is 
said, entirely by Chinese under European superintendence. She is 
officered and manned entirely by Chinese, and has nota single 
European on board. 








STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, 
—_—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates are down to the 20th December. On the 9th the P. and 
O. steamer Emew arrived with the London mail of 4th November. 
Telegraphic advices from Europe extended to the 1st December. 

The following is from the Stracts Times :— 

After the busiest session that has been held since the formation 
of our Legislative Council, that body was formally prorogued on 
the 9th, having disposed of all the Bills before it. The work that 
has been gone through this session is not only exceedingly 
arduous, but will probably exert a material influence-upon the 
commercial and social welfare of the colony. First in importance 
among the laws that have been passed are the Bankruptcy and 
Debtors ordinances, for the drafting and completion of which we 
are indebted solely to his Honour the Chief Justice, who has 
given them a great deal of time and attention. 

This colony has been the first to follow the example of the 
Home Government in the passing of these ordinances ; the Bills 
were originally merely an adaptation of the Acts of Parliament to 
the colony, but have undergone some material, and we think well - 
advised, alterations, until they are now as nearl rfect as it is 

ossible to make such laws in the first place. It is, indeed, pro- 
bable that defects may come to light from time to time in working 
them, but upon the whole we believe the colony may congratulate 
itself upon having a more perfect bankruptcy law than is pos- 
sessed at home. The Debtors ordinance will come into operation 
at the same time, and will abolish imprisonment for debt. Two 
other laws that have been passed—the Contagious Disease and 
Gaming-houses ordinances, which were found to be sadly needed 
here—will, it is to be hoped, effect a decided improvement on 
the social and moral condition of the lower classes. In fact, the 
Gaming-houses ordinance has already exerted a highly beneficial 
influence in the suppression of the Wah Whay lotteries, and io 
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doing away with the fortified gambling-houses, which were not 
only the bane of the Chinese population, but were able to defy 
the police and evade the law. 

Towards the close of the session the Council voted $40,000 for 
a lighthouse on the North fands, provided one could be erected 
within that sum, but it remains to be ascertained whether the 
nature of the bank will render the erection of the structure ad- 
visable. A great nymber of laws, some of them of considerable 
importance, hare this year been added to our Statute Book, and 
we heartily endorse the encomium passed by H. E. the Governor 
in his closing speech upon the members of the Council for their 
labours in behalf of the colony, particularly the unofficial mem- 
bers, who have, often at great personal inconvenience, devoted so 
much time and labour to the public good. 

The first fine on the keeper of » Wah Whay lottery, under the 
Gaming-houses ordinance, was inflicted by the magistrate on a 
Chinese named Yiap Kit, who was arrested and mulcted $200. 

The telegraph cable between this and Penang was opened to 
traffic December 16. 

The only other local event of any importance is the conversion 
of St. Andrew's Church into the Cathedral of the diocese, which 
took place on December 18, when, after the installation of the 
Bishop, the Rev. J. A. Beckles was installed as canon of the 
cathedral. 

On December 12 information was received here of the loss of 
the American ship Samuel Russell, on November 24, on Glass 
Rock, Gaspar Straits. The Samuel Russell was from Foochow, 
bound to New York, with a cargo of teas, cassia, fire-crackers, dc., 
and was a total loss. The master and crew were picked up by 
the ship Mogul, which brought them to this port on the 12th. 
The wreck and cargo were sold at public auction ; the hull realised 
only $260, and the cargo only $110. 

song te passengers by the French mail steamer Labourdon- 
mais on the 17th was H. E. Chung How, the mandarin who may 
be mainly held accountable for the Tientsin Massacre, who goes as 
an ambassador to France, to endeavour to settle the difficulty, and 
further, as Mons. Rouchechouart, the French Minister at Peking, 
says, to ‘‘ clear himself if he can.” Chung How landed in Singa- 
pore, but we believe his short visit was unmarked by any demon- 
stration, either by the Chinese or European residents, The de- 
tention of the Labourdonnais from Hong Kong was occasioned by 
the delay in arrival of the Volga from Yokohama. The latter 
steamer lefc Yokohama on the 29th November, and on the 30th, 
off Van Diemen’s Island, came into collision with the British ship 
Black Adder. The Volga then went into Majica, where she re- 
mained three days for repairs, and then proceeded on her voyage 
to Hong Kong. 

The new Batavia Handelsblad of the 8th Dec. gives the follow- 
ing later news regarding Wankang’s rebellion at Banjermassing. 
The newly-appointed Resident had only been there two days when 
Wankang, with 600 men, had the daring to attack Banjermassing, 
which was garrisoned by about 250 men. He was beaten off and 
driven into the morasses to the N.E. of the town. From Soura- 
baya three companies of soldiers have been sent to Banjermassing. 
It is strange that the Government seems to have heard nothing of 
the onward march of Wankang, so that he was able to make the 
attack early in the morning on the 25th Nov. He lost sixt 
men ; on our side four men were killed and one man and two off 
cers wounded. If the rebel be not speedily caught the Banjer- 
massing Residency will have again to expect a period of uorcst 
and agitation. 

We learn that the left wing of the 75th Regiment, now sta- 
tioned here, will exchange places with the right wing stationed 
at Hong Kong. The head-quarters will, we believe, continue to 
be at Hong Kong. 





THE SINGAPORE & PENANG TELEGRAPH CABLE. 
Our readers will have learnt long since from our telegraphic 
intelligence of the completion of the first section of the British- 
Australian Telegraph line between Batavia and Singapore, which 
‘was opened to the public on the 19th November last, and which 
has ever since enjoyed a considerable amount of profitable patron- 
age from the merchants of both the above-named places. Since 
then the Telegraph Construction Company’s staff, who are engaged 
in carrying out the contract for the British Indian Extension Tele- 
graph Company, have been active with reference to their lines in- 
tended to connect Singapore with Penang and Madras, and thus 
placing these distant countries in direct telegraphic communication 
with England, the whole way through lines exclusively worked by 
English hands. We havo already informed our readers of the 
completion of the section between Singapore and Penang, and we 
now give them a few details of the operation of laying the cable. 
The two ships engaged in this operation were the s.s. William 
Cory and the s.s. Scanderia, both of which ships, carrying together 
in all over 2,500 tons of cable under water, besides coals, ma- 
chinery, &c., and drawing over twenty feet of water, passed 
through the Suez Canal to their destination. With reference to 
the laying of the cable between Singapore and Penang the first 
operation that had to be performed was the opening of a trench 
some five miles long from the town of Singapore to the cable-house 
at Pasir Panjang, where the submarine portion commences. This 
is a much: slower operation than laying cables in the sea, in pro- 
Portion of at least one to 100. It was therefore the 3rd of De- 
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cember before a commencement was made with the laying of the 
cable. On the previous evening the William Cory anchored into 
position about two cables’ lengths from the cable-house. At 
daylight the next morning the shore end was landed, and 
all instruments being connected and adjusted, and other for- 
malities, including the wetting of the end of the cable, having 
been gone through, in the presence of many of the leading 
Singapore people, including three ladies, the paying out of 
the cable commenced about eight a.m. Here, owing to the 
shallowness of the water, and the liability of the ships to cast 
anchor almost anywhere, when becalmed, the precaution was 
taken of laying a shore end thirty-six miles in length. The 
Governor’s steam yacht the Peiho, with the previously men- 
tioned party on board, under the charge of the Master Attendant, 
Lieutenant Burn, accompanied the paying-out ship for the first 
ten miles, and before leaving gave the paying-out ship a hearty. 
farewell cheer, the ladies’ voices adding much music to the sound. 


Everything so far was going well, and paying-out procecded with 
care, at the rate of from three to five knots per hour, until, about 
the fourteenth mile, voices were heard from the hold to go full 
speed astern ; this was done without delay, but not until a foul 
flake came up in a tangled mass, carrying everything before it, 
until the cable was a mass of knots round the posing ons 
machinery, which well stood the enormous strain suddenly put 
upon it. However, Captain Halpin, who was in charge on the 
contractor's behalf, is not the man to be daunted by trifles ; the 
cable was, therefore, very soon sealed up, cut, and buoyed in 
some sixteen fathoms, and the William Cory came to anchor 
close by to repair damages, the shore station being pre- 
viously instructed to look out for signals early on the follow- 
ing morning. ‘Twenty-two hours after this mishap paying-out 
was again commenced, and at about the thirtieth mile a similar, 
although not such a serious accident occurred, which caused a 
detention of three hours and a-half to repair; after this paying 
out went on still more cautiously up to] sunset, and before com- 
ing to the end of the shore end the ship anchored for the night, in 
order to arrive at daylight at the buoy previously laid down b. 
Captain Reed, R.N., at the entrance of a narrow and deep se 
between two sand banks. This was passed early the following 
morning, and fourteen miles from this position the paying-out 
ship passedjthe screw steamer Aainbow (lent by the Colonial Go- 
vernment), anchored in position on the edge of the western bank. 


The Rainbow then proceeded a-head, to point out another buoy 
previously laid down, after passing which the Rainbow returned to 
pick up the two buoys, and then to follow on to Penang. Since 
commencing the main-cable portion nothing could be better and 
smoother than the way in which the paying out proceeded, at the 
rate of about five knots per hour, the breaks all eased up, and no re- 
gistered strain on the cable. At the 105th mile the Wiliam Co 
passed abreast of H.M.S. Algerine, commanded by Lieut. Gray, RN. 
Chis ship was anchored in such a position as to secure the deepest 
water for the cable, and as it was some two hours after sunset 
a plentiful supply of rockets and blue lights were expended to 
show us our way. The William Cory was no sooner past this 
positioa than Lieut. Gray proceeded ahead at full speed to take 
up his next position, some eighty miles ahead beyond the Pyramid 
shoal. This position was passed the following day about three 
P.M., after which all dangers and difficulties were passed, and Lieut. 
Gray, having really renered very valuable service, and having car- 
ried out his instructions in a most creditable manner, returned im- 
mediately to Singapore. Nothing occurred after this worth recording, 
as everything went merrily asa marriage bell, andon Wednesday, 
the 7th Dec., 284 miles having been paid out, the end was buoyed 
in thirty-five fathoms,‘and the William Cory proceeded to Penang, 
where she arrived the following morning, fing saluted by the 
stearrahips Edinburgh and Scanderia, both laden with cable for 
this line. 


The completion of this section was performed by the s.s. Scan- 
deria, who on Saturday, Dec. 10, landed her cable end at Penang, 
and the following morning proceeded paying out, without a hitch, 
to the buoy. On this portion of the line the course was all plain 
sailing ; the cable was paid out at the rate of from four to five-and- 
a-half miles an hour, and when 115} miles were paid out we were 
alongside the buoy, and soon after the final splice was effected, 
which completed the electric marriage between the extreme limits 
of Her Majesty’s Straits Settlements. This was performed on the 
12th inst. On the 15th inst. the official tests of the laid cable 
having proved highly satisfactory, Mr. H. C. Forde, the engineer 
to the British Indian Telegraph Company, granted his certificate, 
and the line was opencd to the public on the following day. The 
latter seem inclined to make a good use of it, and therefore we 
take this opportunity of congratulating the shareholders on their 
prope On the 19th Dec. a commencement was made in laying 
the Madras section, an account of which we shall probably be able 
to give in our next issue. 

The route for the cable has been most carefully selected on 
the western side of the Straits of Malacca, in order to be as much 
out of the track of ships as possibie, and also to secure as deep 
water as possible. The mean temperature of the sea is deg. 
Faht., and the mean depth of water in which this cable lies is 
24 fathoms. The main cable weighs about 3t tons to the mile, 
and is well protected from corrosion. The is most accurately

THE EDINBURGH REVIEW ON CHINA. 

WE refer to the article on “The Foreign Relations of 
China,” which we reproduced in a condensed form from the 
Edinburgh Review in our issue of the 19th, more out of re- 
spect for the authority under which it ‘appeared than from 
any value which can attach to its statements, or any benefi- 
cial result that can be expected from its line of argument. 
We will not attempt to conceal the disappointment with 
which we found an article, thirty pages long, on a subject so 
intertsting to our readers and ourselves, and of such pecu- 
liar importance at the present moment, brought to such a 
“ Jame and impotent conclusion” in the time-honoured blue 
and yellow covers which formerly contained the masterly 
treatises of Mackintosh and Macautay. “ At length,” 
we said to ourselves, as we opened the book—* at 
“length China is beginning to receive due attention. 
“ Better late than never. Now we shall have an ex- 
“ haustive review of the circumstances which have brought 
“about the present crisis, and fresh and sensible advice on 
“the course of action which it is necessary for us to take. 
‘“¢ Now we shall see the platitudes of the Foreign-office, and 
“the sophistries of the Pall Mall Gazette, scattered to the 
“ winds. Now we shall have something earnest, thoughtful, 
“ and, above all, practical.” Alas for the futility of human 
hopes! We read on to the end, through mazes of reasoning 
so exactly like that of the Pall Mall that, if we trusted to 
internal evidence, we should pronounce it to be the 
production of the same pen, until we were conducted 
to the “moral” of the article, and there found the re- 
viewer, apropos of an anecdote of the late Lord Met- 
BOURNE (which had nothing to do with the subject), asking 
“if we cannot leave China alone, so far as any effort is con- 
“ cerned to force upon her what some Utopian philosophers 
“ call PROGRESS AND CIVILISATION?” It is needless to say 
that the article which we fondly expected to find in the Hdin- 
burgh has yet to be written. We shall look for it in the 
pages of its older rival, for we cannot believe that it is a 
subject which the world will “willingly let die” such a na- 
tural death as the Edinburgh Reviewer would consign it to. 

We wish, however, that dulness and affectation were the 
worst blemishes of the article under notice. Unfortunately, 
it is distinguished by a rancorous ill-will against commercial 
men in China which it is hard to account for, except by per- 
sonal motives on the part of the writer, since every one of 
his facts tell most strongly against his assumptions, his in- 
ferences, and his conclusions. Having started with telling 
us that “the one great end of our intercourse with China” 
is our commerce; that that commerce “employs a vast 
“capital and gives profitable employment to more than seven 
“thousand ships under the British flag ;” that the duty levied 
on tea alone produces one eighth part of the whole revenue 
raised by our customs; and that our exports to China 
have “a constant tendency to increase at the average an- 
nual rate of £3,500,000,” he proceeds to assure us that 
the “most fortunate” of our merchants “are simply 
“able to pay their expenses. Nove are making fortunes 
“save those who have no capital to lose, and call them- 
“selves bill-brokers.” Surely the non sequitw argument 
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was never pushed to a greater absurdity; our merchants 
are doing such a rapidly increasing trade that their pro- 
fits have fallen to zero; and the only persons who are 
making fortunes are those who have no capital to lose, so 
that China is such an exceptionally prosperous place that the 
absence of the one needful element of successful trading in 
every other part of the world is a passport to wealth there. 
It would be as idle to follow out arguments based upon such 
theories as it would be to dispute the reviewer's statement 
that “ China gave, in long past ages, the three great dis- 
“ coveries to Europe, by which the nations of the West have 
“ mainly achieved their superiority—-the compass, printing, 
“and gunpowder ;” or to seein that admitted fact any good 
reason why the Chinese should not “now receive the law 
from the descendants of the Teuton and the Celt,” mean- 
ing the Chambers of Commerce at Shanghai and Hong 
Kong ; when those “descendants of the Teuton and the 
Celt” wish to repay their obligations by inducting them 
into the principles of “civilisation and progress,” so un- 
palatable to the critical successor of BroucHam and SIDNEY 
Suira. 

The only point that deserves serious notice about the pre- 
sent article seems to us to be the fact of its being published 
just before the meeting of Parliament, and by way of ex- 
cusing the “do-nothing” policy of Lord Me.sourne, which 
the Reviewer so warmly recommends. We do not think that 
his recommendation will carry much weight with the present 
Government, which, we believe, is at length fully alive to the 
importance of placing our future relations with China ona 
secure and permanent basis. As for the Reviewer's sneers at 
the “merchants and missionaries,” they are too evidently 
dictated by personal feelings to call for any reply. We are 
only surprised to see them in the usually dispassionate pages 
of the Hdinburgh Review, and wonder that, when the Editor 
found the MS. on his table, he did not put it aside with Sr. 
AUSTINE’s motto :— 


“ Quisquis amat dictis absentem rodere amicum 
Hanc mensam indignam noverit esse sibi.” 


CHINESE CHARGES AGAINST FOREIGNERS. 
“ DEATH BLOW TO CORRUPT PRACTICES.” 

In a recent issue we drew attention toa Chinese work 
which, though it had been for a long time privately circu- 
lated by the lower maudarins and literati, was only lately 
discovered by the members of the Christian missionary 
societies, who rendered essential service to the cause of pro- 
gress and civilisation, as well as to that of religion, by trans- 
lating it. The original work, it will be remembered, was 
entitled “A Death-Blow to Corrupt Doctrines.” It pur- 
ported to be merely “a plain statement of facts,” compiled 
by “a man distressed in heart” at the introduction of 
Christianity into China, and “ published by the gentry and 
people.” As a matter of fact, it is a farrago of such loath- 
some and incredible calumnies—such enormous and hateful 
falsehoods—as, though they could not impose upon any but 
the most ignorant, must necessarily exercise great influence 
on the minds of the ignorant on whom they were imposed. 
This book has, therefore, as we explained in our former notice 
of it, been secretly used as a powerful engine against foreign- 
ers; every copy of it that has beeu discovered has been 
traced to the local yamun ; and there can be little doubt 
that the animus, which resulted in the massacre at Tientsin, 
was greatly excited by its official circulation by the manda- 
rins. Various causes, the most prominent among which is 
the abhorrent nature of its contents, must prevent even the 
translation of this work from being generally circulated in 
this country, notwithstanding the undoubted influence it has 
exercised, and the curiosity which it has therefore naturally 
excited among those interested in Chinese affairs. As, how- 
ever, it throws important light on the organisation by which 
the mandarins strive to excite the people to hatred and out- 
rage against foreigners under the pretext of religion, we wil- 
lingly comply with the request of several subscribers that we 
should make known the kind of charges which are brought 
by the Chinese against Christian missionaries, their co-reli- 
gionists, and converts. 

The author of this libel, with great pains and no little re- 
search (for, unless his authorities are forged, he has attempted 
to verify all his assertions by quotations from Chinese writers), 
has collected every false and slanderous charge within his 
reach, and makes them the occasion of an appeal to the people 
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tO rise against foreigners and exterminate them. We quite 
Agree with the translators that this “is not an ordinarily 
“ obscene book ; nor are its obscenities their own end. They 
“have a subtle aim. It is to connect with the very idea of 
“a foreigner associations the lowest and most repulsive ; and 
“for this reason its obscenity constitutes one of its most 
“dangerous features. It may seem to some that, in a book 
“go full of wholesale falsehoods, its excesses are its own refu- 
“tation ; but the author doubtless understood his readers 
“better than we do. He knew their extreme ignorance in 
“everything relating to foreigners, and with what weak cre- 
“ dulity they drink in such stories as those here presented.” 
Of these stories, so far as they are connected with sensual 
crimes, we cannot, of course, enter into any description here. 
It must suffice to state that they are so revolting as to lead 
to the idea that they are intended by their inventors to 
disgust their countrymen with Christianity by reason of 
practices alleged to be involved in it. Of the other false 
charges which the author brings against foreigners, the prin- 
cipal are the scooping out of the eyes of dying persons for 
the sake of using them in some process by which to increase 
the value of silver ; the administration of medicine in the 
form of pills which deprive the recipients of reason, and so 
place them in the power of the missionaries for vile purposes 
which are said to be part of the ceremony of “conversion ” 
to the Christian religion, or rather of admission into the 
Christian Church ; and the teaching their converts to aban- 
don or desecrate their ancestral tablets, or pedigrees, of all 
things the dearest to the traditions of the strict Chinese, 

By way of casting contempt upon Christian foreignere, 
treating them as wizards, and teaching how they may be 
exorcised, or rendered harmless, their reverence for the 
symbol of the Cross is brought against them as a cabalistic 
sign ; it is said that they dare not step upon it, or pass over 
it, and therefore the Chinese are recommended to describe 
crosses in their road if they wish to detect them or drive 
them back. It may, from this, be thought that the book is 
mainly directed against Roman Catholics, and that Pro- 
testant missionaries are not implicated in it ; but the trans. 
lators inform us that, in the body of the book, “ Protestants 
“and Roman Catholics are expressly declared to be the 
“game; and it is explicitly stated that the distinction made 
“ between them in the recent treaties is a mere pretence or 
‘¢ subterfuge, devised for the purpose of avoiding the obloquy, 
“which the previous history of that religion has brought 
“upon itself. It is furthermore notorious that the masses 
“of the population class all Europeans together, and their 
“ religion they regard as one.” 

The book concludes with a copy of a petition for the 
expulsion of the “non-human species,” as the foreigners 
are described. This petition, we are informed, grew 
out of the persecution of Roman Catholics in Hunan, 
about ten years since. Though professedly an apology 
for that persecution, it is in reality a justification of 
it; and it is introduced to show the manner in which 
foreigners should be regarded and treated at the pre- 
sent time. This document charges the “followers of the 
sect of Jesus” with inciting rebellion throughout the Chinese 
Empire. It alleges that every one who enters this sect must 
first chop to pieces his ancestral tablets and the tablets of 
the five gods ; and it repeats the fabrications concerning the 
so-called “ medicine of seduction, pretended to be the pill of 
immortality,” and the cutting out of the eyes and hearts of 
dying men, to which we have already alluded. After stating 
that the Christian foreigners opened shops for the sale of 
candy and medicine, “by which very many children were 
“purged to death, while grown people were crazed, and 
“ wished to enter the sect,” it proceeds :— The sect has several 
“tens of boats that ply throughout the year, which load and 
“carry goods from place to place, making several trips every 
“month. Each boat has on it several hundred wooden casks, 
“which are received and discharged at the Shang Shui 
“temple outside the city. These casks are sealed up very 
“ tightly, and there is no knowing what they contain.” “If, 
“after the Emperor had made the treaty with them, they 
“had in any reasonable degree restrained themselves, the 
“sect being only a sect, and the people still only people (z.e., 
“if they had confined themselves to their religion), we might 
“ mutually have remained at peace, and had no disturbance. 
“ But they contemned our laws, mocked our ancient sages, cor- 
“rupted our customs, destroyed our social virtues, treated our 
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“mandarins with indignity, allured our children and younger 
“ brothers, and spied out our cities and suburbs.” The end of 
this tirade is a supplication to the Empxror to “drive out 
violently the non-human species.” 

Such is a sketch of part of the system by which the man- 
darins strive to excite hatred of foreigners in the minds of 
the lower orders, who are not naturally hostile to them, and 
who have, indeed, every reason to welcome their presence 
among them, since wherever Europeans have penetrated 
the opportunities for the extortion and oppression of the 
mandarins and literati have been circumscribed. Of this 
class Cuuna How, the newly-appointed Envoy Extraordi- 
nary, is of course a member, and the report which he takes 
back with him on his return from England and France will 
necessarily exercise great influence on their future polidy. 
Prejudiced as we may be, both by the associations of the 
party to which Cuuna How belongs, and by the report of his 
own condact on the occasion of the massacre at Tientsin, it is 
most important that we should receive with patient atten- 
tion whatever explanation of that unhappy affair he may be 
prepared to give. We fully agree with our correspondent 
“Tau,” whose letter we print in another column, that Cauna 
How may possibly “ make a clean breast of it,” though we 
own we are not sanguine on this point. But, in any case, 
we must give an impartial hearing to whatever representa- 
tions the Chinese Envoy may be prepared to make, if we ex- 
pect him to attach due weight to our own demands. 


Messrs. H. Stark anp Co., the London agents of the 
Pacific Mail Company and tbe Union and Central Pacific 
Railways, have just issued a map showing all the con- 
nections of the line, and we understand that a special 
traffic agent, is now making a tour of the Far East, 
and may be expected in London shortly, via Bombay. 
This tour was undertaken to gather practical experience 
of travelling throughout the ports of India, China, Japan, 
and Australia, and to make arrangements with the various 
steam companies connecting those places for granting 
through or “round voyage” tickets at a saving on the pre- 
sent rates. In connection with the Pacific Mail Company, 
we hear by last advices from New York that the company’s 
paddle-steamer Alaska, 3,000 tons, is intended to follow the 
Arizona—noticed in our last—via Suez Canal, to take up 
her station on the China line. Passengers for Singapore and 
China can avail of this opportunity by joining at Suez. Her 
large cabin accommodation renders her a very desirable ves- 
sel for the heat of the Red Sea. We can also state that the 
company have arranged with the railways for the transit of 
goods to and from China and Japan. 


Tue directors of the P. and 0. Company have at length 
resolved to revise their tariff of fares, and to make the rates 
exclusive of wines and spirits. This is a sign of the times, 
and an evidence that the directors rightly appreciate the 
force of public opinion. The system of making those who 
do not drink wine pay for those who do is a relic of a bygone 
age, which the directors have done well to sweep away. It 
must be very encouraging to our friend Mr. Jones, their lo- 
quacious but “ thorough” shareholder, to find his prophecies 
beginning to come true, and the “potent signors” of the 
Board yielding to reforms which they have so long opposed. 
The revised tariff will be issued in a fewdays. We may also 
mention, in connection with this company, that the working 
of the steamers from Calcutta to Galle, Suez, and Bombay 
and back by Suez and Galle to Calcutta, will be continued, 
the China steamers, as before, plying between Bombay, 
Straite and China. The Candia has been ordered home, 
through the Suez Canal, to take the home station for a time. 


THE acquisition of Saigon, in French Cochin China, for a 
German naval station, as part of the indemnity to be ex- 
acted from France, has been discussed from time to time by 
the German press, and the Berlin Geographical Society has 
just issued a report which is favourable to the project. Itis 
urged that the increasing German trade in Eastern Asia ren- 
ders the constant presence of men-of-war necessary, and that 
in so remote a part of the world the German fleet requires for 
its protection a station where it can rendezvous and refit. 


Lorp Napier has accepted the offer of an extension be- 
yond the ordinary period of his Government of Madras, and 
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will therefore remain for the present in the Presideucy. This 
fact disposes at once of the discussion which has prevailed 
in Ceylon for some time past, relative to the appointment of 
Sir Hercutes Rosinson to the post. 


NEWSPAPER POST TO THE EAST. 
T0 THE EDITOR OF “THH TIMES.” 

S1r,—A memorial from bankers, merchants, brokers, and others 
engaged in the trade of China, Japan, Australia, and India, pray- 
ing for a reduction in the cong for postage on newspapers con- 
veyed by post between Great Britain and those places, has been 
circulated with a view to submission to Her Majesty’s Postmaster- 
General. You are aware that Her Majesty’s mails for Egypt, Aden, 
Ceylon, India, Singapore, Penang, Borneo, Java, the Philippine 
Islands, China, Japan, Australia, New Zealand, and the Mauri- 
tius, are on this side of the Isthmus of Suez conveyed in two dis- 
tinct packets and by two different routes. One portion is carried 
by sea from Southampton, via Gibraltar and Malta, to Alexan- 
dria ; the other is conveyed by rail to Brindisi, in Italy, and 
thence by sea to Alexandria. The postage by the former route is 
considerably cheaper than that by the latter, the time occupied 
being, on the other hand, from seven to eight days longer. I 
venture to suggest, for the consideration of the memorialists and 
the postal authorities, whether it would not be convenient to con- 
vey the whole Eastern mail via Brindisi, and to abandon the 
Southampton route altogether. It ought not to cost very much 
more to convey the whole than it now docs to convey the partial 
mail by the former route to Alexandria. The entire outlay on the 
Southampton route would, on the other hand, be saved, and the 
Government should thereby be enabled to effect a considerable 
reduction in the postage by Brindisi. That even a large reduction 
would result in eventual gain to the Post-office I donotdoubt. A 
letter may now be sent to America for 3d. but it is not possible to 
send one to Alexandria for less than 6d., or to India for less than 9d. 
It is often urged that a reduction in the rate of postage to the East 
would not, as has been the case elsewhere, result in any increase in 
the number of letters. The correspondence consists, it is said, of let- 
ters between commercial housesand their agents, and between well- 
to-do people in the East and their relatives at home, each of which 
would be sent whatever the postage. That a reduced postage 
would result in an increase even of commercial letters is not, 
in my opinion, open to doubt, and that letters of friendship 
would largely increase is, I think, equally certain. The European 
community resident in the East is almost exclusively drawn trom 
the middle classes at home. To the members of that community 
the heavy postage, owing to the comparatively small purchasing 

ower of money in the Kast, is not perhaps a heavy burden, 
But to those who would correspond with them from home 
the rate is, unless in the case of near and dear relatives, 
absolutely prohibitory. Very many letters of friendship, which 
a lower postage would permit, are thus absolutely barred, 
for a correspondence cannot be continued from one side 
only. Even between relatives a lower rate of postage would per- 
mit the despatch of many letters not now sent, and correspondence 
now too frequently suspended after short terms of separation 
would be maintained for longer periods and with greater fre- 
quency. The experience of families whose members have dis- 
ersed, some to the Kastern and some to the Western hemisphere, 
is certainly in favour of this opinion. The recent reduction of 
letter postage from 1s. 1d. to ls. on letters conveyed to India by 
the Brindisi as compared with the former Marseilles route has 
iven great satisfaction ; but I do not doubt that, were the change 
f have suggested effected, a much greater reduction would be 
ible. As tothe postage on newspapers, the European popu- 
aon in the East, being, as I have said, drawn from the middle 
classes at home, is an intelligent and reading population. Owing 
to the rapid advance of civilisation the educated and intelligent 
portion of the native communities in our Eastern dependencies is 
from day to day becoming larger. Politically, it ought to be an 
important object to the Government to induce and facilitate its 
attention to and interest in the affairs of the civilised coun- 
tries of Europe, and thus enable it to bring a more intelli- 
gent judgment to bear on its own administration. A ready 
access to the journals which mould and guide the public opinion 
of England ought, above all things, to be afforded by the Indian 
Government tothe native community of India. Our Eastern subjects 
would thus be rendered familiar with the motives which actuate 
our Government, and enabled to take truer and more correct views 
of its public policy ; and the groundless fears which from time to 
time agitate them, such as that which preceded ihe Mutiny of 
1857, would be, to a large extent, counteracted. While this 
ought to be the aim of the Government, the large transmission 
of Seafopean literature to which, considering the intelligent cha- 
racter of the communities of the East and the interest they take 
in the politics of Great Britain, it may be safely inferred that a 
cheap postage would give rise, should make it the aim of 
the Post-office also. What is the postage which the Post- 
office has thought it right to impose? A copy of your paper may 
be conveyed to San Francisco, a distance of over 6,000 miles, for 
2d. It cannot be sent to India by the quick route for less than 
8d., which is virtually a prohibitory rate. 

I venture to hope that this matter may be thought worthy of 
the attention of your journal, and that the interest now being 
taken in it will result in the adoption of the Brindisi route for 
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the entire postal communication with the East, and of a scale of 
postage on the transmission of letters and papers thereby, more 
adapted than the present to the requirements of the community, 
and which will ultimately be without doubt beneficial also to the 
postal revenue. OxrIEnt.

Tarra, Trp oF THE “ ENTeRpRise.”—On Friday, the 20th inat., the 
8.8. Enterprise, built by Messrs. Henderson, Coulborn, and Co., 
Renfrew, went on her trial trip before leaving for London to load for 
the East. Her dimensionsare : length, 260 ft.; breadth, 34 ft. 6 in. ; 
depth to upper deck, 28 ft., and she is fitted with the builders’ com- 
pound engines of 280-horse power nominal, working up to 1,300 effee- 
tive. The trial was made under somewhat disadvantageous circumstan- 
ces, as her propeller was not properly immersed, but in spite of thia she 
ran from the Cloch to CVumbrae lizhts in sixty-two minutes, giving a 
speed of 13-225 knots per hour as an average, on a consumption of 
sixteen tons of coal per day. Her arrangements are of a somewhat 
novel type for thorough ventilation in a hot climate. She is built to 
the highest class in Lloyds, asa three-decked ship, but above this all 
the accommodation for passengers and crew is placed in the form of a 
full poop; for passengers long bridge under which the officers’ quar- 
ters are placed, and topgallant forecastle for the crew. By this means 
all the inconveniences of confined space and heat from the engine- 
room, usual under the third deck, is obviated, a moat invaluable point 
for hot climates, From her great power and speed this vessel is ex- 
pected to be amonget the foremost, if not the quickest steamer, en- 

ged in the China trade for tea. This vessel arrived to-day from 
Giserow, averaging nearly 18 knots with head winds. 

ARRIVAL oF THE ‘‘DiomED” FROM Hone Kone with TRooPps.— 
The screw steamer Diomed, of Liverpool, Captain Penrice, arrived at 
Spithead on the 21st inst., and shortly after entered Portsmouth har- 
bour. She has brought home from Hong Kong the officers and crew 
of Her Majesty’s troopship Adventure, who have been relieved by 
another crew, several naval invalid officers and men from different 
ships on the station, besides thirty-two men, women, and children 75th 
Regiment. Her list comprises Lieut. G. C. Carter, Lieut. Bloxome, 
Surg. C. A. Lees; Mr. Topp, Chief Engineer; Assist.-Surg. J. M’Carty ; 
Navigating Sub-Lieut. G@. W. Henderson; Assist.-Paymasters A. P. 
Whiting and A. W. Askham; Engineers, J. King, J. Woodfield, T. 
Uancock, and J. Smith ; guoner, Mr. F. F. Hall ; boatswain, Mr. Barry, 
from the Adventure; Engineers, Mr. F. Blackburn and Mr. F. Phillips ; 
Acting-Lieut. T. Haigh; Chief Engineer, Mr. Murray, from the Prin- 
cess Charlotte; Paymaster, Mr. T. North ; Clerk, Mr. J. Boulton, from 
the Barrosa; Asst.-Paymaster, Mr. A. Clements, from the Hornet ; Na- 
vigating Lieut. H. Jarrard, from the Sylvia; 262 seamen, including 
time-expired men and invalids. The troops disembarked in the 
course of the afternoon, and were sent to quarters in the garrison, and 
the naval officers and seamen were removed tothe Duke of Wellington, 
flagship of Admiral Sir J. Hope, K.C.B. The Diomed has made a good 
voyage, in fifty-four days, 7a Suez Canal, having left Hong Kong No- 
vember 29,1870. She left for London to discharge her cargo of tea. 

THe ‘‘STANDARD,” ON THE FRENCH ACTION IN THE TIENTSIN 
Arrair.—Even if the Chinese Government should be compelled to 
pay the money now demanded, European interests in China will gain 
nothing from such a submission. The right way to punish the Chinese 
for such outrages as that committed at Tientsin is to make them grant 
fresh concessions to commerce and fresh securities for the safety of fo- 
reigners. If European Powers were as backward in civilisation as the 
Chinese themselves, they could demand blood money in compensation 
for wrongs. We, who ought to aim at promoting true progress in 
China, should seek our redress in the victories of progress. Tender- 
ness for Chinese prejudice leads us to forbear from insisting on various 
concessions which the real interests of China, as well as of European 
countries, render desirable. If each fresh act of barbarism committed 
by the Chinese were signalised by the scizure of new privileges for 
Western nations, the Chinese authorities would feel themselves pun- 
ished, and at the same time permanent good would be effected. 

Tae CHINESE IN CaLiFoRNia.— by the State laws of California a 
Chinese is debarred from giving evidence in courts of law. Some 
time ago, however, a Chinaman brought an action to recover a large 
sum of money froma citizen of the State, and the judge before whom 
the case came decided to receive the Chinaman‘s evidence, on the 
ground that the Fourteenth and Fifteenth Amendments to the Consti- 
tution of the United States override and repeal all statutes of State 
legislatures inconsistent with them. The defendant appealed to the 
Supreme Court of the State of California, where, strange to say, the 
decision of the Court below has been reversed, on the ground that the 
Constitutional Amendments cannot affect and do not abrogate or annul 
a State law regulating the practice in the courts of law. It is scarcely 
possible that this ruling can be maintained. If it is, then it is evident 
that the Amendments must, to great extent, remain a dead letter. 

JupGMENT was delivered on the 21st inst. in the appeal of Mr. Har- 
rison against the decision of Vice-Chancellor Stuart, substituting his 
name for that of his confidential clerk, Mr. C. J. Johnson, on the list 
of contributories of the Bank of Hindustan. The question turned on 
the validity of the transfer in 1866 of six hundred and forty shares by 
Mr. Harrison to Mr. Johnson. Their lordships being of opinion that 
the transfer was perfectly valid, held Mr. Johnson liable to pay the 
call now made on Mr. Harrison. The appeal was, therefore, dismissed. 

Masor E. B. Suapen, of the Madras Staff Corps, Political Agent at 
the Court of the King of Burmah, has published in pamphlet form the 
address on “ Trade through Burmah to China,” which he read at the 
Glasgow Chamber of Commerce on the 14th November. 

Messrs J. C. Sintar aNpD Co. have issued a useful tabulated view of 
the monthly fluctuations in the price of tea in bond for the twelve 
years 1859 to 1870.

The Russian Steam Company to India and China, via Suez Canal, 
which we noticed some time since, have announced their first 
steamer, the Vachimoff, 2,000 tons, to leave Odessa for Bombay 
in this month. The Tchthatchof,, 2,000 tons, leaves in February 
for Hankow, calling at the ports en rowe. The company announce 
that “in no case will the rates of freight or passage be higher 
than the P. and O. Company or other lines.” 


The examination conducted by the committee to examine into 
the affairs of Messrs. Higson, West, and Co., Manchester, have 
found that the business has been conducted in a very unsatisfac- 
tory manner, and simply resolved itself into procuring as much 
property as possible on credit, and getting advances on the same, 
Purchases have been made up to within a few days of stoppage, 
and goods pledged which had been advanced on. The balance- 
sheet shows £77,764 liabilities, against £7,359 assets. The pri- 
vate expenditure was also excessive; horse-racing and other fast 
propensities seem to have formed part of it. Mr. Higson drew out, 
since 1864, £17,000, and Mr. West £11,000. During all this time 
no profits are apparent. It is believed that the partners have made 
themselves liable to a criminal prosecution under the Bankruptcy 
Act, and warrants are out for their arrest. How is it that sellers 
and advancers cannot take more pains, and avoid supporting such 
unprincipled men ? How isit possible for respectable and respon- 
sible firms to trade against such odds? No wonder that the China 
marketsare glutted while advances on goods are made go carelessly, 

At the meeting of the proprietors of the City Bank, the directors’ 
report was adopted, The gross profits for the six months amoun- 
ted to £44,282 with the balance brought forward. A dividend was 
declared at the rate of 7 percent. per annum, leaving, after mak- 
ing provision for current expenses, and rebate of interest on bills 
discounted not yet due, and adding £5,000 to the reserved fund, 
increasing it to £100,000, the sum of £1,585 to the credit of the 
present half-year. The current and deposit accounts, letters of 
credit, &c., ‘amount to £2,436,186, and the acceptances to 
£1,837,729. 

The report of the Alliance Bank (Limited) shows an avail- 
able total of £18,975, and recommends a dividend of 3 per cent. 
per annum, which will absorb £14,559, and leave a balance of 
£4,079 to be carried forward. The net profits of the Metropolitan 
Bank amount to £10,944, out of which it is proposed to declare 
a dividend at the rate of 5 percent. per annum. The London 
Joint-Stock Bank report shows the net profit for the half-year to 
be £110,293 ; a dividend and a bonus equal to 184 per cent. per 
annum for the six months are recommended. The North-Western 
Bank (Limited), Liverpool, has declared 4 dividend at the rate of 
6 per cent. per annum, and an addition of £10,000 to the reserve 
fund. The directors of the Union Bank of Manchester have an- 
nounced a divided at the rate of 8 per cent. per annum, and a 
bonus of 3s. per share. The Bank of Egypt dividend is an- 
nounced at 10 per cent. per annum, and a bonus of 30s. per 
share. The reportof the National Discount Company shows an 
available total of £69,958, including a previous balance of 
£2,497, and recommends a dividend at the rate of 17 per cent. 
per annum, which will absorb £67,819, and leave £2,139 to be car- 
ried forward. 

The tenders for £400,000 in bills on India were received at the 
Bank of England, when the amounts allotted were—to Calcutta 
£399,000, and to Bombay £1,000. The minimum price was fixed 
as before, at 1s. 10d. on all the Presidencies, and tenders at 1s. 
104d. will receive about 66 percent. These results show a further 
slight diminution in the demand for means of remittance to the 
East. 

Messrs. William Turquand and R. P. Harding, the liquidators 
of Overend, Gurney, and Company (Limited), have issued a 
report in which it is ststed :— 


“In our last report we informed the shareholders that a bill had been 
filed against the directors of the company, with the view of making 
them responsible for the losses incident to the purchase of the business, 
which have been sustained by the shareholders. The bill was demurred 
tu by the executors of the Jate Mr. Gibb, and the demurrer was argued 
before Vice-Chancellor Malins, who overruled it, but on appeal to the 
Lord Chancellor the decision of the Vice-Chancellor was reversed. This, 
in effect, would have put an end to the proceedings, but from the great 
importance of the case we considered it to be our duty to submit the 
judgment of the Lord Chancellor and the opinions of counsel thercon 
to the Vice-Chancellor, who thereupon directed an appeal to the House 
of Lords. This appeal is still pending, and we are advised that it is 
hardly possible it can come on for hearing during the next Session.” 
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An application was made on the 2lst by Mr. Linkla- 


ter, under liquidation proceedings instituted by Messrs. Julius 
Liebert and Edwin Rogerson, merchants, for the appoint- 


ment of a receiver, and for an interim injunction to restrain 
actions which were pending against the debtors. The debtors, 
who had been in a very extensive way of business, filed their peti- 
tion on Thursday last, and Feb. 9 was appointed for the first meet- 
ing. The liabilities of the firm were estimated at no less than 
£300.000, of which the unsecured creditors represent about 
£60,000, with assets of considerable value, consisting of consign- 
ments, goods on the pemises at Manchester, and in various docks 
and warehouses in London, and outstanding debts. At the in- 
stance of the Consolidated Bank, an action was pending against 
the debtors ; an action had also been brought by one Maximilian 
Low for commission ; and in the interest of the general body of 
the creditors it was desirable that the property should be protected. 
The Court appointed Mr. Kealy, accountant, of 45 Cornhill, re- 
ceiver, and granted an interim injunction. 

The Bank of Hindostan announce that all claims have now been 
paid with interest except one in dispute by the Bank of Bombay: 
A report showing the liquidation will shortly be issued. 


Messrs. Pixley, Abell, Langley, and Blake have issued a cir- 
cular showing the import and export of bullion into and from 
London during the six months ended Dec. 31, 1870. As regards 
the Far East, the import was from Ceylon, in gold £110,500 ; 
from Yokohama, in gold £164,600; in silver £227,000; the ex- 
port was to Singapore, in silver £87,230; to Penang in silver
